tions; because of the importance of the USA in world affair*, and so far a* i* 
known, no other co untry h a* indicated any heeitancyin attending and if the 
Burea u doe* not attend t there I* a possibility that the Secret Serrice or othor 
American "agencies will be invited. 

The Conference was advised that there had been received by, the Bureau

As you know, during the General Assembly of our Cormission 
held at Paris last year, the invitation of the Czechoslovakian dele- 
gation to hold our 17th Session at Prague during 1943 *was unanimously- 
accepted. 

The Czechoslovakian government has recently confirmed their 
delegation's invitation, and has advised that all necessary preparations 
are being made to hold our conference in Prague beginning September 3 
next. 

An official, formal invitation will be extended to you very 
shortly by diplomatic channels. 

In view of the fact that this formality may occasion some 
delay, it is in the interest of the Secretariat of the I.C.P.C., as 
well as our hosts, to be advised as soon as possible regarding the 
composition of each delegation. 

Under the circumstances, and in accord with the Czechoslo- 
vakian authorities, I have the honor to request you to advise me as 
soon as possible the names of the delegates who will represent the 
criminal police of your country to our General Assembly. 

4"ith cut any intention whatsoever of influencing your decision, 
in the event it will -ct be possible for you to attend personally, the 
one who appears to be the best qualified, is l!r. Telford, your Paris 
representative, who follows with a great deal of interest all the work 
of the Connission, and with whom I maintain frequent contacts. 

I am convinced, l!r. Hoover, that our assembly meetings will 
be held at Prague under the best favorable conditions, and will rs-affirm 
the high ’universal character of our work in the protection of human 
rights, and that you will make every effort to participate efficaciously 
as representative of the American police services.

| As you know, the Federal Bureau of Hxveetiga tioe Is the official 

representative of the U. S. Governaent la ths International Criminal Police 
CobwIssIoq which has its headquarters in T*ria, France. In that capacity the 
Federal Bureau of investigation was invited to send a delegate to the next 
General Assembly of the ConoLLaalon which will tax# place in ^ra«ue, Czechoslovak!*, 
on September 6, 1948. 

Information baa been received by this Bureee to the effect thst the 
delegates to the Aaseebly in nragoe in September of this year eight be shadowed 
■ad even harassed and arrested . In view of this lnfor'Batlon and in view of ths 
further tension which exists between Sussls and ths united States, with particular 
attention to the recent episode concerning the Russian school teachers, this 
Bureau has instructed its representative in Paris, France, not to attend ths 
Besting of ths Asssably which will bs held behind the Iron Curtain in Czechoslovakia. 

It baa recently eowe to uhe attention of this Bureau that dr. Guy bpasan. 
Secret Service i^ect presently assigned to Paris, has bean requested by his head- 
quarters in taahln.jton to attend the General issenbly meeting to be held in Prague. 
The Secretary General of the International Criminal Police Co— Isa ion has assured 
this Bursae's representative in ferl* thst no invitation, either orally or written, 
has been extended by the Coandaelon to the Secret Service or any other law enf orce- 
neat agency In the United its tee exoept the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

This Bureau is declining to send s representative to the Prague meting 
as it is felt that in light of all the eircuastancee it would be preanting the 
Raaniana with a ehanoe to enbarrass inis Govara**it, even tnough a representative 
of the FS1 at sueh a Besting would be in an official oapacity as s nearer. It 
is fait that for the Secret .erviee to send an unofficial representative to suah 
a meeting weald be aost prorooetive and the peaaibility exists thst sueh a gesture 
would result in embarrassment to this country. 


Tt is ay thought that you xmy wish to call this situation to the attention 
of ths Secretary of ths Treasury.

Confining oneself to the figures on a. whole of American statistics 
it seems that crime which, since 1943, bad not ceased to grow in the United 
States, is starting to decrease since the latter part of 1947. 

The number of grave crimes represents, in comparison to that ©f 1946, 
a reduction of more than 10 %. The number of indictments lodged in 1947 was 
28,489 as compered with 31,842 in 1946. 

Juvenile delinquency seems to have decreased by 32 % - as to the number 
of crimse, 3,516 young people were arrested as compared with 4,683 the 
preceding year. 

The cases of homicide increased from 346 to 352, but as against this 
thefts with house-breaking decreased by 8$ and automobile theft by 10%. 

It is still too soon to make a hasty diagnosis of the illness - or 
convalescence - of a public spirit strongly shaken by war - or to see in this 
improvement the reflection of police progress - recruitment and equipment. 
These figures must be taken for what they are: an encouraging symptom.

* A letter has been received from the Legal Attache,. Paris, Prance, 

which advises that at the recent General Assembly meetings of the inter- 
national Criminal police Commission held at Prague in September, a sub- 
committee cm narcotics was created and the Commission is now desirous of 
inviting the United States Narcotics Bureau to participate in the functions 
of this committee. The Legal Attache further reported that the Commission is 
also desirous of establishing direct liaison and participation, of the Secret 
Service in the committee on counterfeiting. In this connection the Legal Attache 
states the Commission has pointed out that although they are perfectly satisfied 
with the Bureau's services in acting as liaison with the Treasury Department 
they nevertheless feel that more effective cooperation and results could be 
obtained by maintaining direct liaison. The Legal Attache further states that 
on the other hand they are not desirous of insisting on this relationship if the 
Bureau has any objections. It was pointed out by the Legal Attache that the 
Conndssion feels that if arrangements could be made for the Treasury Department 
to participate directly in the activities of the Commission that they might be 
able to contribute financially to the support of the Commission. 

Hie Bureau has on previous occasions stated its objections to having 
other Government agencies in the United States represented independently in the 
International Criminal Police Commission inasmuch a3 such would undoubtedly create 
a situation whereby confusion would result and neither the Bureau nor another 
Government agency would be aware of the extent of this country's work with the 
ICPC. The Bureau has further stated its position as being willing and able at all 
times to prorqptly advise other United States Government agencies of any requests 
received from any member of the ICPC which requests would fall within the jurisdiction 
of the other Government agency. 

while it is realised that if the activities of the International CriMnal 
Police Commission become more extended and complicated the Bureau will be called ^ 
upon more and more to act in a liaison capacity, it is felt that such an 
arrangement is the only solution to counteract confusion which would result from 
having several Government agencies represented in the Commission. In so far as 
the financial situation is concerned it is felt that the payments being made by 
the Bureto are adequate to cover the benefits which this Government is presently 
receiving from membership in the International Criminal Police Commission. 

aBCOMMPVLATION : It is recommended that the attached letter to the 

Legal Attache in Pans oe forwarded which instructs him to acvise the International 
Criminal Police Commission that the Bureau is ready and able to act expeditiously 
in a liaison’ capacity and that the Bureau dees r.ot desire to be a member of the 
Commission if the Commission's liaison with the United States is to be diversified

representative'of the United States Narcotics 3ureau to participate in the 
functions of the committee on narcotics and also proposed the participation 
of a representative of the United States Secret Service on the committee on 
counterfeiting. It was indicated that if arrangements could be perfected for 
the Treasury Department to participate in the activities of the Commission 
they would be asked to contribute financially to the support of the Commission. 

It was noted that the Bureau at the present time has the only designated repre- 
sentative of United States investigative agencies as a member of the International 
Criminal Police Commission and that the Eureau expends the stun of $3,000 per year 
to maintain this membership ; that the 3ureau serves as liaison between the 
Commission and other investigative agencies within the United States. “Hie problem 
presented related to the desirability of registering objection to the proposals 
tc invite representatives of the Treasury Department to participate in the 
activities of the Commission. 


The members of the Conference, with the exception of Mr. Nease and 
Mr. Harbo, were of the opinion that the Bureau should in a discreet manner advise 
the Secretary General of the International Criminal Police Commission that the 
Eureau in its present capacity is in a position to properly handle the relations 
of the Commission vdth the other law enforcement agencies of the United States 
Government. ?*r. Nease and Mr. Harbo were of the opinion that the Bureau should 
not register any objections to the proposal that a representative of the Narcotics 
Bureau and the Secret Service be invited to participate in the activities of the 
Connission. 

V There is attached for your approval a letter addressed to the Legal 
Attache, Paris, France, which is in accord with the majority opinion of the 
Conference. / - **
